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be TAX-FREE BONDS 


Any proposal to‘éliminate ‘the tax-dodging 

made po.sible through tax-free bonds is likely 
to be popular, It is known that billions of 
dollars of incomes have eseaped the federal 
income tax in recent years because they came 
from tax-free bonds, national, state and mun- 
icipal. The rich tend to invest their savings 
in such securities more than do the humbler 
investors, because they save more by it—their 
ineoMe tax rate is so much higher. As a re- 
sult, not only is a vast amount of income es- 
¢aping federal taxation but a great deal of 
capital is thus kept from productive, con- 
structive use. 
_ “Tt. seems doubtful, though, whether a fed- 
eral amendment such as the one favored by 
the house ways and means ¢ommittee, prohib- 
iting the issuance of tax-free securities by 
either state or federal government would meet 
the approval of enough state législatures to 
put it over. The states will not lightly sur- 
rénder their own power in this matter, be- 
Cause tax-exemption gives them a better mar- 
ket for bonds. 

It is questioned, moreover, whether a fed- 
efal amendmént is really necessary for the 
purpose. Some authorities, differing with the 
house committee, hold that ‘the sixteenth am- 
endment, which authorized Congress to ‘‘lay 
and collect taxes on incomes from whatever 
sources derived, thereby gave Congress power 
td tax incomes from state and, municipal se- 
curities even though such ‘securities are le- 
gall: exempt from state and municipal taxes. 
: Tt ‘this power exists, Congress surely had 
better exert it than resort to the more eum- 
bérsome and doubtful process of constitutional 
amendiient. a

French currency has been slumping lately, 
after holding up pretty well for the last two 
years, arid France is scared. 

The cause is fairly plain. It is the collapse 
of the German currency and the consequent 
inability of Germany to meet ‘reparation pay- 
ments. German paper inflation seems to have 
started in a wild effort to provide the where- 
withal to buy gold to meet ‘such foreign pay- 
ments. It continued until it defeats its own 
purpose. R re 

France has built her hopes of reconstruc- 
tion on German money. The mere thought of 
the franc se the mark down toward 
zero gives Frengh statesmen heart failure. 

The alarming situation, however, has had 
at least one good result. It enables the French 
people, as well as their leaders, to see at last 
that German ruin would drag France down 
to ruin and that French survival depends on 


German survival.

TWO SIDES TO SWINDLING 


The swindling situation in the United 
States remains seridus. It is now officially re- 
ported that 500 cases involving fradulent’ use 
of the mails are pending ip the federal de- 
partment of justice. The alleged swindlés 
these cases total $140,000,000. ie 

Néarly every state in the union has suf- 
fered from the swindle boom which started 
during the war and has continued since. Yet 
very few are taking sufficidntly drastic mea- 
sures to protect their citizens. Most of them 
seem to prefer to leave thé situation td ‘the 


- federal government.

COMMERCIAL ARBITRATION 

The International Chamber of Commerce, 
of which’ the United Stites ‘is a leading mem- 
ber, has perfected plans for the establishment 
of an international court of arbitration for the 
settlement and adjustment of commercial ‘is- 
putes between different countries. There is 
nothing ‘political about the international cham- 
ber, and its new court will have no connec:

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Higher Freight Rates! 


In simple unmistakable language, de- 
cisions of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission show that separaticn of 
Central Pacific from Southern Pacific 
lines would result in higher freight 
rates, 

The proposed separation of the 
interwoven lines would make necessary 
two-line hauls where freight is now 
handled direct by a one-line haul. The

In Australia 
there are more people alive up to 
about 68 years of age, and in Sweden 
over 68 years of age, than in any 
other of the countries shown. Ex- 
pectancy of life is much less in 
India than for any other country. In 
India, for every hundred thousand 
born alive, nearly one-half have 
died before reaching 10 years of 
age. While in the United States, §1,- 
900 out of every 100,000 born alive 
are still living at this age (10 years), 
meaning that 18,100 chitdren under 
10 years of age have died, while in 
Australia there have been only 12,- 
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one of the greatest factors in pre-

It is the extension in longevity 
for large groups of people only that 
copnts.

How 
much more important it is for thous- 
ands of individuals to live ten years 
Or more beyond the average age of 
death. Public health in California is 
responsible largely for the fact that 
Californias are living longer 
than are the residents of most other 
states. The provision of more ex- 
tensive preventive measures against 
communicable diseases, the improve- 
ment of living conditions, and the 
forces that have to do with the pro- 
vision of better facilities for the care 
of the sick and for more extensive 
research into the causes of disease, 
have all contributed to longer life 
in California, 

The chances for dying are much 
greater during infancy and during 
old age than in any other periods of 
life. The facts that such remarkable 
gains have been made at these two 
extremes of human life in California 
speaks well for the agencies that 
have brought about these gains. 
There is still much important work 
to be done in the prevention of deaths 
during early adult life. Cancer and 
nephritis are taking greater to!l of 
lives each year. The tuberculosis 
death rate, while it-has been lowered 
greatly, is still much too high. The 
migration to California of persons 
suffering from tuberculosis in an 
advanced stage is the greatest factor 
in bringing about a high! death rate | 
for this disease in California.
